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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: AAPA (figs. 1-2) comprises a common area 35 
comprising an alignment link 30-33 for electrically connecting the first port with the second port; the alignment link comprises a signal 
buffer for buffering a signal traveling along the alignment link between the first port and the second port. 

Yoshitake discloses an input driver 11 for outputting a signal; a buffer 12 for receiving an output of the driver 11 (fig- 1, column 7, lines 10- 
20); wherein the driver 1 1 extends directly form the first area into the buffer 12 to provide a clock distribution circuit and can realize 
reduction in skew. 

In response to applicant's argument that it is not obvious to combine AAPA and Yoshitake, the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily Incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller. 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).. 
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
